THE WORLD NEEDS LINCOLN 


It is hard to remember a Lincoln's Birth- 


day celebrated by the American people so 
universally and feelingly as the one just past. 


All at once, and rather unexpectedly, 


everybody seemed to be talking about that 
strange, humorous, sad-eyed man who led 
the nation in our most tragic time. And 
everybody was asking, "What would Lincoln 
think today? What would Lincoln do?" 
. We heard again, in many places and from 
many lips, the great Gettysburg speech, and 
then light began to break. It is the speech 
that tells about "a new nation, conceived in 
liberty and dedicated to the proposition that 
all men arc created equal." Then it proceeds 
to tell of the great war, "testing whether any 
nation so conceived and so dedicated can long 
endure," and of meeting "upon a great battle- 
field of that war," and of the struggle to 
insure "that government of the people, by 
the people, for the people, shall not perish 
from the earth." 


Now, as we look back upon that birthday 


celebration, it is clearer why people felt 
about it as they did. For have we not here 
today, and throughout the earth, the same 
problems and fears that hung over our nation 
when Lincoln spoke at Gettysburg? 


Democracy, liberty, human equality, the 


inborn rights of people to live for themselves 
and determine their own fate, instead of 
living for the service of a tyrant or a ruth- 
less stale—these are the things over which 
all nations are puzzling and some of them 
arc fighting, and over which the whole world 
seems to be dividing. And there is no Lin- 
coln. 


But Lincoln's principles of freedom within 


law, of charily for all, of "courage in the 
right as God gives us to see the right," these 
survive. And through them modern civiliza- 
tion might yet be saved. 


EXODUS 


The plan worked out by the International 


Committee on Refugees, for the rescue of 
Jews from Germany, is a surrender to Nazi 
blackmail on a vast scale. Yet it is better 
than nothing, and possibly the best that can 
be done at present. 


There is to be a private international cor- 


poration linancing a five-year plan for emi- 
gration ol the German Jews. The young men 
and women, regarded as most able to make 


• their way in foreign lands, are to be moved 
jirst. It is expected that eventually they will, 
through their earnings, provide the funds for 
the migration of their parents and other rela- 
tives. Trust funds arc to bo established for 
Jews in Germany \vlio own property. It is 
hoped that the whole Jewish population can 
be evacuated in Jive years. 


It will be a tragic hcgira, at best. Families 


and communities of this much-suffering race 
\vill be scattered over the earth again. The 
saddest thing about it is that, to normal 
minds, in Germany and outside of Germany, 
it seems so unnecessary. There are good rea- 
sons for believing that most of the German 
people do not agree with this Hitler policy. 
But they am do nothing; they arc almost as 
helpless as the Jews themselves. 


If the civilized world ever gets out of this 


heathenish welter of hate and cruelty, it will 
lie a strange episode to look back upon.

HOW COLDS CAN UK AVOIDED 


One ot the questions yon may abk yourself is 


why it is that when you have been exposed to cold 
or dampness which yon have felt throughout your 
body—hands, feet, legs, or arms, that within a few 
hours or longer you find yourself with a cold in the 
head instead ot a cold or 'rheumatism' in the parls 
of Ihe body exposed to Ihe coldness or dampness. 


Dra. 11. Marshall Taj lor aud Luciou 1). Dyreu- 


forlh, Jacksonville, Florida, in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, report their exper- 
iences on the relationship between sinus and car 
infeclions and the chilling of Ihe body surfaces. 
They point out thai the human body must maintain 
a constant average temperature- of 9S.G"F., bc 
causo any change from this temperature- for any 
considerable time will result in harmful changes 
in Uio body. Many arctic birds maintain a normal 
temperature above 102°F. throughout continued 
periods of exposure to icy waters, as do also other 
arctic animals ot the same structure as man, yet 
man's loss of body heat by remaining for only 
fifteen to twenty minutes in water at a temperature 
of 70°F. may bo five times the loss ot heat in nor- 
mal temperature. 
Drs Taylor and Djrontorth reporl the striking 


effect o't the loss ot this hotly heat on Ihe lining of 
the nose—loss of nearly eleven degrees of heat with 
the shrinking up and closure ot the small blood 
vessels supplying the lining of the nose. Naturally 
it that much hent is losl by the lining o£ the nose 
(the 
mucous membrane) and .this lining must be 


warm to resist the invasion or activity of the or- 
ganisms causing colds, it can bc readily seen why 
colds can make headway durintc oold damp weather 
or when one is expoted to drafts in the home or 
elsewhere, 
. 
... 
However a most interesting discovery which 


should protccl us from colds in the head (sinuses, 
ears, throat) and chest (bronchial tubes) was 
made in that it one keeps moving or exercising, 
the small blood vessels in the lining ot the nose 
keep more widely open, bringing warm blood to 
this lininq and the lining is thus able- to ward off 
the infection by the organisms which cause the 
colds. 
If then, if occup>in? a cold or damp room or ex- 


posed to cold, dump weather, we would move about 
or take exercise we ran avoid a cold because the 
increased blood supply to the nose, caused by the 
exercise, warms the lining of the nobc.

private loans to be 


made by the banks ot the country 
when such loans 
would enable 


business "to increase its produc- 
tion, 
extend 
It* operations, or 


modernize its plant and equip- 
ment." 


Every now and then-this sub- 


ject has been discussed in Con- 
gress, but usually It has related 
to the use ot government funds. 
Actually, the power to make loans 
to Industry has been given the 
RFC and the federal reserve sys- 
tem, but such loans are restricted 
to what Is known 
as temporary 


accommodations. There has been 
no -way by which long term loans 
of from seven to ten years could 
be obtained at moderate interest 
rates from the banks. 


The principal reason, of course, 


is that commercial banks do not 
feel that they should be askei? to 
make long term 
commitments, 


and, whllle they are 
permitted 


now under bank examiner regu- 
lations to give credit up to ten 
years, they rarely do so and pre- 
fer also to make the loans on a 
relatively short term basis. 


Just the other day, for Instance, 


a large insurance company made 
a loan which the borrowing com- 
pany stated It had been unable 
to obtain at a commercial bank. 
It was for the sum of $500,000 
and the insurance company took 
the loan on a ten-year basis with 
the understanding that no amor- 
tization was necessary during the 
first five years. The interest rate 
was relatively low. The borrower 
could have got this credit at a 
commercial bank for a shorter 
period, but amortization would 
have been required in the first few 
years.

Winter in this age literally has 


lost much of its (rigid iting, cay 
the old timers, and with this 
diminishing ferocity comes * re- 
duced economic valuejo a natural 
seasonal product. 
. 


A milder drop o£ the mercury, 


however, is the lesser of two fac- 
tors which marked the start of 
this era of new ice in your lemon- 
ade. The other is a progressive 
science 
which 
machinized 
the 


world. 


Ice has been described by the 


old timer as "winter fruit for sum- 
mer, use," and while this is akin 
to a mixed metaphor, it conveys 
the idea of its Importance. 


Back in the days, not so long 


ago, this product of sub-freezing 
weather, was a commodity depend- 
ent entirely upon natural ele- 
ments. As such it was the basis 
of an industry which provided 
work for hundreds of men in 
Ulster county for several "weeks 
and for another substantial num- 
ber the year aroun'd. 


Natural ice is still in demand 


today for certain uses and ice 
houses of the county which have 
been landmarks for many years 
are still filled annually. Growing 
use of the artificial product, how- 
ever, has reduced their number 
and as the old timer will say 
again this familiar winter scene 
of ice harvesting "ain't like it 
used to be." 


This bit of prosperity on ice, 


the old timer might add, is itself 
virtually on ice. The machine, how- 
ever, has not as yet frozen the 
older industry to a standstill, and 
current demand for the natural 
product indicates it will be in use 
for an extent for many years to 
come. 


It would have taken a. long 


stretch of the imagination for any 
of the men working on the ice in 
the age of honorable oldtimer to 
imagine a thing like the mechan- 
ical device which brought on the 
change like magic. 


Now the average woman who 


used to put a sign in her window 
reading "Ice Today," or "Ice, 20 
Cent Piece," simply walks to an 
elaborate-looking mechanical de- 
vice in a cornerof her kitchen to 
find a perpetual supply and a 
temperature 
automatically con- 


: trolled. 


Natural ice is still preferred 


for certain uses, however, and it 
has its place yet in many homes. 
Hotel, 
restaurant 
and 
tavern 


keepers are perhaps the best cus- 
tomers for the older product and 
they use it chiefly where cracked 
and crushed ice is required. 


The old fashioned ice box also 


is not quite ready for the museum 
and a few icemen still make the 
rounds in certain residential sec- 
tions. Here in the Hudson valley 
and ' Catskill mountain 
regions 


many owners of summer homes 
and camps are still customers of 
the Iceman. 


Several ice houses of the county, 


a few of which are in or near 
Kingston, have stored thousands 
of tons of ice this season and 
some as yet have not completed 
their work. 


One house in Kingston put in 


its last supply Tuesday. A crew of 
35 men employed for t h r e e 
day» stored an average of SOO 
tons a day and the supply for the 
season represents the amount sold 
last year. The ice was 12 inches 
thick and this generally is con- 
sidered an excellent cut. 


The crew in Kingston was about 


average for the current needs in 
the business, although there are 
many smaller and perhaps a few 
larger 
houses 
filled 
annually 


throughout the county. 


It is estimated, however, that as 


many as 1,000 men were employed 
at various times throughout the 
winter months cutting ice and 
small groups were kept perman- 
ently on the payrolls of many of 
Ihe larger companies. 


Many men regularly employed 


on other jobs took to ice harvest- 
ing when their other work was 
slack and many 
times a sus- 


tained sub-zero spell at the right 
time would help pay the grocer 
».nd butcher. 


The simple, 
but interesting 


process of cutting and storing ice, 
perhaps represents a need of dupli- 
cate simplicity In a civilization 
literally being thrown off balance 
in this age made top-heavy with 
all kinds of machines. 


Manpower is the main requisite 


in ice harvesting while tools and 
machinery are at a minimum. The 
ice today is cut mostly -with a re- 
volving saw propelled with gaso- 
line motor, although in some in-- 
stances the horse-drawn saw is 
also used. 


The main saws cut in long 


lines on the ice to a depth within 
Ijthree inches of the bottom. These 
.strips are crossed by others, mark- 
ling the size in which the blocks 
jare to be cut. 
; Men with hand saws cut oft 
:large sections of the marked ice 
blocks and other men guide these 
with pike poles over the surface of 
the water to a trough at the base 
of a conveyor leading into the ice 
bouse. 


The larje sections are divided 


into strips'near the base of the 
conveyor and these strips in turn 
ire sub-divided with on« stroke of 
i chopper into- 300-pound cakes. 


Men at the top of the conveyor 


help guide the ice until it reaches, 
i point where it is to go into the 
jotrage bouse. Cakes which ap- 
pear dirty or otherwise undesir- 
able ire shuttled off at one end

A Quick Fie 


When you want a pie and doa't 


have any too much time to make 
it, try this opened face tart pie. 
You can make a large one or in- 
dividual ones. Bake a crust. When 
sen-ing time Is near fill it with 
three cups of red cherries that 
have been cooked with one cup of 
granulated sugar and two table- 
spoons of flour until thick. Cool 
and cover criss-cross fashion with 
white cream cheese p r e s s e d 
through a pastry tube. If you 
don't have a tube dab the cheese 
all over the cherries. This dessert 
is good warm or cold. 


Then you can vary the crust lor 


cherry pie by using rolled toast or 
zweiback crumbs. Here is a recipe: 
Mix one and a half cups of rolled 
zweiback (unsweetened) with half 
a cup of butter, a teaspoon of cin- 
namon and one-fourth of a cup of 
light brown sugar.

Code, provides that where the re- 
moval of an existing cemetery be- 
comes necessary, the 
city must 


acquire a site of the same acie- 
age as that of the cemetery to be 
relocated.

ther, that the new site, must have 
court approval and that anyone 
who has an interest in the ceme- 
teiy to be moved 
must ha\o an 


opportunity to bo heard in the 
matter. 
This applies not only to 


cemeteries, but to pnvnte bury- 
ing grounds, if there be any such. 


Deeds for the new site must be 


given to the proper persons. 


Iu making iemo\als lo a new 


location the general arrangement 
of the original cemetery must be
